Little Girl Whipped to Death by Iter 
mother. 

The Kingston, C. W., oorro.spoiulent of 
the New York Sun says ; 

Another case ol latal obild flogging, if pos- 
sible more ravolliiig in shocking dttails than 
the recent Lindsay cbiid-iiiorder in .Medina 
N Y., occurred at Sarnia, a lew inile.s Irom 
this city, on Wednesday last, the vicinn in 
this instance being a little girl live yuar.i ol 
age, named Kate Sibley, the illegitiiiiate 
daughter of Sobuyler Sibley and o Miss Kate 
Davis, and the alleged provocation leadii g lo 
ilie cruel act beiu^' the relusi-.l ol Ibe cliild ti, 
s.iy its prayers. From ti;e uviilence elieii ■d 
al the inque.it oil llie body ol the child it ap 
pearri Ibiil on tbo night in quesiion Hie 
mother had boiiton the child uitli a raii liiilf 
lor nearly an hour, and, when rendoied in- 
sensible by pain and lo-s of blond, itirtiHl il 
into a chair and went lo bed. For a linii- 
ihu child was heard to moan as it iu intuuso 
agony, but 8000 became quiet, aod ootbiop 
iNore was beard uotil near moiniog, when, a 
servant entering the rooiQ,louDd the child 
dead, and immediately gave the alarm. Upou 
lifting the child Irom the floor, where it iiad 
fallen, a most revolting sigbl was presented. 
The head, face and sbouhlers were bcarreil 
uud discolored from the terriblo bl.iw.s of tbe 
rawhide, while the body, Irom head to foot, 
presented a shocking, man;:led and blomiy 
appearance. ;Old scars, fcareely healtil. 
were also visible upon the body, ti.<itilying to 
lormer cruel fiogijings. 1 bo meilical evi- 
dence showed thai thu injuries ol tbe iiogging 
were alone sotBcient to produce death, bui 
ihat serious inlernal injuries, tbe rcHult ol 
kioka or blows, bad previously been n;ccivod; 
and the entire absence of Inmi lor many 
lio jrs, had also sonietliing lo ilo witli tin; re- 
-ult. The rnurderj''s, in being (waniiiicd, 
confessed Ihat a lew days |)iLvi(,n,' lo tbr 
latal act the lalhor of the child liiul adniini.s- 
lerod to it a most unmcrcilul beating lor iiol 
■<nying its prayers, and ordered her lo Jo ihe 
same whenever it telused. Tbo jury returued 
a verdict crimioating both parents, n here- 
upon they were both committed to prison to 
await trial lor murder.
